As It Is Used as' a Digestant No Cream 
or Sugar Is Added. 

Rlack or after dinner coffee is nruai- 
ly made exactly like that taken for 
breakfast, and .made hy filtering, 
steaming or boiling, save tbat double 
the proportion of the beans Is used, 
two heaping tablespoon‘uls of coffee 
to each cup of water, It should be 
strong and perfectly clear. Serve in 
sinall cups with block suyar. 

As’ after dinner coffey is used af a 
digestant, neither cream nor - milk 
should be added. There Is a growing 
fancy for making the regular Turkish 
coffee for the Sunday dessert, but It is 
extremely “puttery" work, as only 
sniall cups are made at a time. The es- 
sentials for the Turkish coffee are one 
of the Turkish coffee mills of brass 
that grind the bean as fine as pow- 
der and one of the tiny Turkish coffev- 
pots that can now be found in any of 
the house furnishing stores, 

To make the coffee In these put a pot 
containing freshly boiled water on the 
fire with two or three lumps of sugar. 
Add two teaspoonfuls of coffee powder 
to the water, which Is just enough, for 
two after dinner cups, stir well and 
let the pot boll up four times. Between 
each bofl the pot Is taken from the 
stove and tapped gently on the bottom 
until the froth uppears on the top. 
Then return to the fire until it boils 
again. It requires very close watch- 
ing. 

After the last boiling pour off the 
coffee from tfie sediment, first into one 
cup, then {nto another, so as to divide 
the froth evenly, 

Have more boiling water In readi- 
ness and repeat the operation until all 
are served. : ,

THE DAY OF DECISION. 


Kipling Speaks Strongly on Canada's 
Immigration Policy. 


Mr. Rudyard Kipling -at a recent 
banquet in Victoria, C., after a 
charmingly-worded reference to the 
work of the men who had managed to 
“make of Victoria a magnificent city 
and at the same time to keep intact 
the magnificent treasure-house of its 
natura] beauty,” dwelt on immigra- 
tion, and promised that on his return 
he would embody his views on Can- 
ada in some form. He contrasted the 
happy condition of the Canadian Leo- 
ple with those of India. He then 
went on to point out the difference be- 
tween Oriental and_continental Euro- 
pean immigration and settlers of Brit- 
ish origin. : 

In the one case the immigrants re- 
garded law as a monster. They were 
born in fear‘and reared in the panic 
necessary to the race. It is not ne- 
cessary, continued Mr. Kipling, to 
evolve an’ elaborate scheme of educa- 
tion to instruct the immigrant from 
Great Britain how to talk the Enz- 
lish language or to teach his children 
the rudiments of citizenship. He 
knows that he may have to learn 
much and to unlearn much, but at 
last he will have the same powers 
and - possibilities as yourselves and 
follow the same ideas even as your 
fathers did along lines that you know 
well. He seeks only room tordevelo 
his powers and his capabilities, an 
this room, I conceive, is offered in 
your vast Dominion. 

“Tt is possible that in your strength 
you may think that this is not un- 
urgent question, but the time is com- 
ing when you will have to choose 
between the desired reinforcements 
of your own stock and blood and the 
undesired of races to whom you are 
strangers, whose speech you do not 
understand, and from whose instincts 
and traditions you are separated by 
thousands of years—that is your 
choice,. For myself I think the time 
for making that choice is on ‘you 
now.”

Cheese Too Green. 

Mr. J. A. Ruddick, Dominion Dairy 
Commissioner, has recently returned 
from a three months’ tour of the 
trade centres of England, and dur- 
ing his stay spent a short time on 
the continent ‘of Europe, principally 
in Holland, where he was attending 
an international dairy congress at 
which 26‘countries were represented. 


‘The discussions at the congress. turn- 


ed upon many matters regarding the 
dairy trade on that side of the water, 
but principally with’ regard to the 
prevention of the adulteration of but- 
ter for export, and also with wnatters 
regarding tuberculosis in dairy herds. 

In regard to Canada’s trade with 
Britain Mr. Ruddick addressed the 
Chambers of Commerce at Glasgow, 
Liverpool: and Manchester, and paid 
a visit to various unloading points. 
London has had cold storage accom- 
modation for: some time, and the 
C. P..B: has recently erected cold 
storage Bheds and equipments at Liv- 
erpool. There as at the Surrey dock 
in London, the butter and. cheese are 
unloaded right off the ship into cdld 
storage. 

During his stay in” England Mr. 
Ruddick heard many favorable com- 
ments on the good accomplished by 
the Fruit Marks Act in the establish- 
ing confidence in the trade. The pack. 
ing of Canadian fruit, however, will 
yet admit of improvement. The dairy 
commissioner also heard many com. 
plaints of the green cheese that was 
shipped to Britain in the spring when 
the prices were high, a practice he 
spoke strongly ayainst before leaving 
for Canada. =

Further returns in connection 
with the dispcsal of timber berths 
in the North West brought down 
last week serve to deepen the im- 
pression which prevails through- 
out the country that tenderers, 
except favored_ones, do not get 
a square deal in their transactions 
with the department. For ins- 
tance, in November 1902, Mr. W 
A. Allen of Ottawa, asked that 
berth 1050 be put up to public 
tender. A month later, Dec. 22 
Mr. Allan was informed that the 
department would not dispose of 
the timber ‘‘at present,’’ and yet 
28th tenders were 
called for, McDonald: Bros. of 
Ottawa, being the successful bid-

quently assigned the berth to the 
Saskatchewan Lumber Co. 
Startlingly curious is the story 
of berth No. 1031, as it again 
brings into the limelight the 
mysterious Imperial PulpCo.

Awhul Cleveland Holocaust Claims 
That Many Victims, Children 
might have- been’ Saved. 


Cleveland Ohio, March 4.—In 
an unparalleled horror 170 child- 
ren lost their lives this morning 
when the Lake*ood school, Col- 
lingwood, was. burned... Two 
teachers perished in the vain 
effort to save their little charges. 
To night half the families in the 
suburb are in mourning.. Three 
little girls coming-from the base- 
ment-saw the smoke,just “before 
the janitor could sound thealarm 
the mass of flames was sweeping 
up the stairway from the. base- 
ment. Before the children in the 
upper floors could reach | the 
eround floor egress was -cut: off 
and thsy perished. It was all 


over before the frantic parents 


who gathered, could realize that 
their children were dvomed. 
With the fire alarm, calls were 
sent for ambulances and every 
ambulance in the.eastern end of 
Cleveland was pressed into 
service. Rescuers were present 
in hundreds, but tney could do 
nothing, Asin the case’ of the 
lroquois theatre fire the children 
were jammed in solid masses at 
the foot of the stairways.’ The 
Lakeview school was a_ three 
storey affair. Owing to mild 
weather there was less fire than 
usual in the basement, and it is 
certain it did not start there. 
The school officials believe an 
incendiary started the fire. 


PANIC PRIMARILY RESPONSIBLE.

Promptly at three o’clock His Honor 
the Lieutenant-Governor attended. by 
Capt. Worsley of the R= N, W. M, P., 
‘and military escort, reached the legis- 
lative. building.

A special meeting of the Town 
Zouncil. was held on Thursday 
evening: last, 

Councillor A. T, ‘Stephenson; 
in the absence of the Mayor, in 
the chair. - 

Councillors Botterill, Pidgeon, 
McKee:and-Tallman were ‘also in 
their places. 

Acting Mayor Stephenson was 

appointed to represent .the town 
at the meeting of the creditors of 
the Piper Brick‘and Tile Co. The 
town had ‘traded some tile for 
brick, and had not removed its 
brick. 
‘It was decided to: re-vote the 
1907 grant of $350 to the Board 
of Trade, and give them $100 on 
account at once. 

The: town solicitors». advised 
that the. Council could exempt 
Dr. George’s, museum from’ tax- 
ation: for one year’ 

The town had been served with 
a garnishee: in an action’ for 
wages against Mr. Reinholt. The 
town owed Mr. Reinholt no money 
as he has assigned it to. the Bank 
of:Commerce. The Bank. were 
paying all cheques ona list . fur- 
nished weeks ago by Mr.Reinholt, 
it. was understood, but not all 
cheques. 

Mr. M. E. North’e request for 
permission to place a tin chimney 
in hig dwelling on Eccles St, un- 
til the weather.would permit him 
to build a’ brick flue. This was 
referred to the Commissioners, 
the Council believing that a brick 
flue could be built all right. - 

The town -solicitors had re- 
ceived word from Mr. Reinholt’s 
solicitors that they were about to

A number of accounts were 
presented, recommended, and 
passed. The Western General 
Electric Co., pumping and light 
ing, $881.87;.[lsey Brog., hard- 
ware and’ water. connections, 
$56.05; '“Munro ‘Bros..~. police 
$70.50; McKee ~ and 


and a» -number..of accounts for 
coal, were the chief items: 


“-COMMISSIONER’S REPORT. 


The. Commissioners reported as 
follows: 

We have taken up and care- 
fully re-considered the: matter 
‘upon which we reported in De- 
cember 26th last, viz:—the rate 


.of frontage tax to be: adopted un- 
‘der the: provisions of the ordi- 


nance respecting local improve- 
ments having reference to sewers. 
_ ‘We have taken ‘the liberty of 
having Mr. Neville,’ C. E., make 
an estimate of the probable aver- 
age cost of the lateral sewers and’ 
are advised that the charges on 
abutting taxable property will be 
in the neighborhood of 70c- per 
lineal foot, The computation pre- 
viously made of the cost of the 
main sewers already laid to. tax- 
able property was $2.61 per lineal 
foot frontage. - As ‘all property 
having access to the sewers’ de- 
rives an equal benefit irrespective, 
of their.location whether.on thain 
or lateral sewers, we believe that 
a uniform rate. should be struck 


on all, and that it would be alto-' 


gether unfair 'to-assess to the 
property the actual cost of laying 
sewers along the frontage: which 
would lay a heavy burden on 
some prperty and an exceedingly 
light one on other property, there- 
fore we'have: endeavored to ar- 


ive at.a fair uniform rate and, in 


doing s0;shave been guided not 
only by.the cost already incurred 
and estimated will be incurred, 
but also by the rate adopted in 
other places such as Edmonton, 
Winnipeg, Regina, Brandon, 
Moosejaw, etc.; and - while there 
is ‘considerable variation in the 


“|methods and rates adopted we 


find that an average rate of about 
one dollar per foot.is-the usual 
charge and that this is spread 
over terms of time extending 
from 20 to 40 years. An annual 
payment of 7c per lineal foot for 
thirty years compounded at 4 1-2 
per cent yearly has a. present 
value of approximately $1.013, 
and, as it is probable that our 


debentures will bear an average 


rate one year with another: of 
about 44 per cent. interest we 
would recommend the adoption 
of a fixed rate of 7c per lineal foot 
per annum for thirty years. to be 
charged against the property, all. 
over this amount necessary to re- 
deem the debenture coupons. to 
be paid by .the municipality at 
large. . 

‘We would recommend that, .in 


respect to.corner lots having a: 
sewer constructed: along. both:

We further recommend that a 
corner lot be triangled ‘or irreg- 
ular in;shape or otherwise 3o sit-.

tion, value and superficial area of 
the said lot as compared with the 
adjoining lots on pieces of land,as 
the Engineer and Commissioners 
may deem:just and’ equitable. 

We recommend that you in- 
struct the solicitor to prepare-a 
by-law. embodying these. regu- 
lations if you approve of. them. 

We. suggest.:that a looseleaf 
book identical ‘with the. minute 
book now in use be produced, in 
which ‘all reports of the..Com- 
missioners , when adopted be 
written, Tho various subjects can 
in that-way be carefully indexed |’ 
and will form areadily available 
record of conaiderable value, The 
cost of this book is about$6.00. 

Your‘solicitors: attended upon 
the Committee of the Legislature 
on the 18 inst., in connection with 
proposed amendmenta to the Red 
Deer bill and received assurances 
it would go‘through in the form 
as amended.’ Since that we have 
received. assurances from Mr. 
Moore, M.P.P., that it had passed. 

In reference to the debentures 
which were under consideration 
by the Credit Foucier, F..C., at 
the time of our last report we have 
now -to report that the Credit 
Foucier, F.C., have purcnased 
debenture No. 8, being the de- 
benture issued for waterworks 
extension amounting to $20,000, 
the figure realized is $17, 658, 58 
and accrued interest from Feb, 
1st to such date as the money will 
be paid over. »A slight error in 
the drawing of :this debenture 
and a misunderstanding with re- 
gard to-it necessitated: Mr.. Ful- 
mer’sand CouneillorStephenson’ 8 
going to Edmonton in regard. to 
it. The expenditure in connection 
was as follows; -A.T. Stephenson 
$9, L. C. Fulmer $14, for which 
you are asked to authorize pay- 
ment. The balance of the deben-

Co., who have'until the 29th inst. 

Wo have. prepared advertise- 
ments calling for-tenders on mat- 
erials of various kinds qs“is. cus- 
tomary and these ‘will appear in 
next week’s issues of the local 
papers. - 

We are of the opinion from ob- 
servation of matters atthe water 
intake that it:will be necessary to 
remove and wash the filters to free 
them from accumulated sediment.

31 
that you authorizé.us to sesure 
the advice of the engineer. 

The Local Board of Health 
committee concur ‘with us in the 
opinion that, in order to deal with 
conditions. respecting the main- 
tenance. of public health it would 
be advisable to amend our Health 
by-law in a way to empower the 
Committee to make rules and reg- 
ulations respecting the collection 
and disposal of garbage and re- 
fuse Of’all kinds, for the construc- 
tion. and maintenance in a sani- 
tary condition of. all. outhouses 
and privies, and in other matters 
not provided for by~law or by- 
law, such rulee to be approved by 


the Council before becoming op-|. 


erative. We believe that in this 
way a much more efficient c 
duct of these important matters 
may. be afforded than under 
present conditions and would ask 
for authority to have an amend- 
ment to the present by-laws res- 
pecting ihe matter prepared. 

We beg to lay before the Coun- 
cil the Auditor’s report for the 
year 1808 which, though we have 


not had time to analyze thorough- 


ly, we believe to be full and com- 
prehensive and we commend it to

OYSTER SHORTCAKE. 


A Delicious Way to Serve the Popular 
_ Bivalve. 

There {s no more unique and de- 
Uclous way of preparing oysters than 
the following, says the Delineator for 
September: 

Make a soft, smooth shortcake 
dough with baking powder, using milk 
Instead of water. Bake in thinner lay- 
ers than you. would for the regular 
fruit shortcake and split.and butter 
generously. as .soon.as baked. While 
the cake, is=baking, scald..the lquor 
that you have draing” froma quart of 
oysters, and in:another, saucepan heat 
a cupful of milk and half a cupful of 
cream. Just as.this: mixture begins to 
boil add a- tablespoonful' of butter 
and a tablespoonful of flour that 
have previous)v been rubbed together 
and stir until it becomes smooth and 
thick. Now, turn to the scalding 
oyster Iquor and, having skimmed it 
carefully, add a tablespoonful of but- 
ter, some salt and pepper and finally 
the oysters. Let fhem stay cooking a 
few minutes only, then remove them, 
cover the layers of shortcake with 
them, place the two layers together, 
one on top of the other, and pour the 
hot sauce over all. Serve immediately, 
that it may have no time in which to 
cool. 


Oatmeal Cleans Skin. 

Many young people are annoyed by 
the appearance of pimples and slight 
skin eruptions, which are disfiguring, 
if not serious. Our grandmothers used 
to dose thelr young folks with some of 
the most horrible concoctions ‘to clean

RETIRING LONDON_ INSPECTOR'S 
FSCORD ASHORE AND AFLOAT. 


Police Officer Who Saw Much Fight- 
ing In British Navy—Was Present 
at‘ Several Bombardments—Helped 
to Raise H: M. S. Eurydice When 
Wrecked—Dealt With Many Crim- 

* Inals While In Police Force. 


An interesting public career is just 
ended by the retirement of Reserve- 
Inspector Alfred Gunns, of.the J divi- 
sion of Metropolitan police, after over 
20 years’ service. ra A 

Prior to joining the police, Mr. 
Gunns ‘served 12 years in the Royal 
Navy. Enlisting on Dec. 1, 1868, at 
the age of 15 years, young Gunns, 
was appointed to H. M. 8. Pembroke, 
his official number being 50,510. He 
saw service in some twenty ships in 
various parts of the world. While at‘ 
gun drill'in April, 1870, he injured his 
right leg and was taken to hospital., 
He thereby escaped service in H.M.8.' 
Captain, which foundered off Cape 
Finisterre, with 500 hands, on Sept.' 
7, 1870. ! 

From 1870 to 1874 he served in 
H. M..§. Lord Warden, and visited, 
France, Spain, Portugal, Italy, 
Greece, Sicily, Turkey, and Africa. 
Contracting smallpox, he was con- 
fined to a boathouse for six weeks at 
Malta. He witnessed the great erup- 
tion of Mount Vesuvius in 1872, and 
also eruptions of Mounts Etna and 
Stromboli. 

He witnessed the bombardment by 
the intransigeant ironclads of Ali- 
cante, Valencia, Tarragona, and oth- 
ed Spanish towns. The Lord Warden 
prevented hostile operations along 
the coast, and ultimately captured the 
ironclads Vittoria and Almanza. He 
witnessed the siege and blockuds of

cended the river Danube .on several 
occasions. He was. at: Galatz, Rou-| 
mania, on the advance of the Rus- 
sian troops, and at Constantinople on 
the departure of the Russian ambas- 
sador on the outbreak of the Russo- 
Turkish war. - 

He was present at Sulineh, Bul- 
garia, during its bombardment, wit- 
nesged the destruction of a.-Turkish 
corvette by Russian torpedoes, and 
remained during the capitulation and 
evacuation by the troops and its in- 
vestment by the Russians. 

In 1878 Gunns was at Constanti- 
nople when .the Russian army arriv- 
ed at San Stefano, nine miles distant. 
The British fleet then arrived from 
Besika Bay, and prevented the Rus- 
sian entry. In 1878 he was invatided 
from the Gulf of fsmidt to England, 
suffering from ague, etc. On recov- 
ery he was appointed to H. M. 8. 
Excellent for a course of gunnery, He 
assisted in the diving operations and 
the raising of H. M. 8.. Eurydice, 
which foundered in Shanklin Bay 
with great loss of life.

The Archbishop of Canterbury at 
his primary visitation in Ashford Par-

their homes. It would be hard, in- 
deed, to” lay the responsibility for 
evils, which, as some had pointed out, 
clearly and markedly existed genera- 
tions back—to throw responsibility for 
these things upon the men of to-day; 
~as though they were neglectful in a 
sense that had brought about harm. 
But, on the other hand, no one could 
look without dismay upon accounts 
such-as were given from some of the 
most rural parishes, especially as to 
the pre-nuptial wrongdoing, and as to 
the popular opinion which found ex- 
pression or did not find expression 
thereupon. 


Speaking of the monopoly of the~ 


pazish priest’s position, 
remarked: I have- found men on the 
other side of the Atlantic at first 
‘simply incredulous when I told them 
that by the law of the land every 
man holding the position 8f£ a parish 
priest has a monopoly to the extent 
that no other man in holy orders can 
officiate in his church without his 
consent.

That depressing picture on which I 
have just touched of the-moral condi- 
tion of many of our parishes does 
present a mighty difficulty which has 
got to be faced. <A great stone has 
t» be rolled away if we are to dis- 
charge aright the tasks which are laid 
upon us. 


TENANTS MUST MARRY. 


No Small Holdings For Bachelors at 
Moulton. 


A remarkable feature in. connection 
with the extension of the small hold- 
ings movement in Lincolnshire is an 
agreement adopted at Moulton, near 
Spalding, where the tenants on tak- 
ing up fand have to bind themselves 
to marriage within ‘‘a_ reasonable 
time.” 

The clerk of Moulton Parish Coun- 
cil- stated recently. that the project is 
one associated with the name of Ear] 
Carrington, and that a corn farm of 
750 acres is.to bejcut up into small 
holdings. Thirteen‘houses will be pro- 
vided, und it is these that the Parish 
Council require shall be occupied 
either by married couples or by ten- 
ants who intend to marry. 

There has ‘been a large nwmber of 
applications for the holdings, and al- 
though possession hus not yet been 
given, the tenants have been chosen. 
Six of them are eligible bachelors, 
who under the arrangement come to 
will have to provide themselves with 
wives shortly. 
_ Of the six selected bachelor ten- 
ants some are already engaged to be 
married, but special interest, is being 
taken with regard to two of those 
still free. They are currently reported 
to be searching diligently for suitable 
partners. = 


At London Zoo. 


The London Zoo is at present Te- 
joicing in the possession of three vast- 
iy entertaining young reptiles. They 
are interesting from many points of 
_view. One is that they are the lineal 
descendants of the horrific national 
dragon of China. As a matter of zn0- 
logical fact, they: are a kind of Chi- 
nese alligator, which, again, is strange 
in itself, because up to as recently as 
1871 no alligators were supposed to 
come out of China. The Zoological 
Officials think that the most interest- 
ing thing about the new arrivals is 
that they' now prove to sightseers 
that alligators do come out of China. 
It was in 1870 that Swinhoe first es- 
tablished the existence of a saurian in 
the Yang-tsze-kiang; but it was. not 
until eight years later that M. Fauvel, 
a French official of the Chinese cus- 
toms, published an account of the 
alligator closely allied to the Missis- 
sippi alligator, although much small- 
er in size. The alligators at the Zoo 
are barely two feet in length, but 
thep>.make up for this by the dimen- 
sions of their amiable smile. Other 
interesting ‘latest arrivals’ are two 
Tare specimens of the monkey tribe. 
One is the red-faced Ouakari, an en- 
tirely arboreal monkey, which hails 
from the region of the Amazon; and 
the other is a red-eared Guenon, 
whose. particular beauty lies in the 
fact that it has a red spot on the tip 
of its- nose. 


A Curious Coincidence. 


Perhaps one of the most curious co- 
incidences in connection with the 
running down of a lightehip happened 
a few years ago. A lightship was-tow- 
ed down to a far distant part of the 
English coast ir order to replace orie 
that was to be brought into dock for 
its periodical overhaul.

If these tallow dips are used_ip the 
porcelain candle holders they not only 
may. be used longer, Lut none will know 
whether they are.of the finest pr ponr- 
est quality. 

The first expense of the patent.can- 
dles, while quite’ inconsideradle in 
itself, Is very soon ciore than egualized 
by the snving of being able to use the 
candie inside up to the tinlest tip. 

Candles of any kind should be kept 
op the ice for at least twenty-four 
hours before being used. It will not 
ouly make.them burn longer, but more
